with the 
movement and to see every ex-service man at work if possible. 
However, it must be said that most of the work obtained 
yesterday was of only a temporary character, a good deal of 
it being only a day’s employment, and while the Legion de­ 
sires to have every bit of such co-operation possible it is im­ 
portant to emphasize that this cannot solve the problem fac­ 
ing the service men. 
Permanent employment is necessary, and it cannot be 
urged too strongly that employers make an extra effort to 
provide work of this kind. The Ford plant in Detroit an­ 
nounced that it will increase its present force 20 percent and 
will give preference to ex-service men. This is the kind of 
thing that is needed. And it is not only the service men that 
need it. The country needs business courage of this kind just 
now. 
And it is not too much to expect. The outlook for the year 
is for improved business. There is not the slightest danger of 
a relapse into the depression of last year. We shall have 
steady improvement from now on. And there can be no doubt 
that a little courage in the matter of expanding employment 
to limit of safety will serve to accelerate the movement to­ 
ward improvement.

In

desecrated 
home. The sacred name of wife was 
polluted by being unpiled to the 
husbands mistress ,vhe was flaunted 
before the world in a nauseating 
series of “interviews* with the man 
lost to all sense of honor and de­ 
cency. 
For some reason the criminal law 
is too rarely Invoked in such cases. 
If a man steals a horse or a few 
hundred dollars, hq usually goes to 
the penitentiary. If he breaks a civil 
contract or obtains money under 
false pretenses, he usually gets the 
punishment he deserves. But if he 
steals a woman’s trust, if he breaks 
her heart, if he obtains the good 
opinion of the world under false pre­ 
tenses or even defies it, he too oft­ 
en not only goes up whipped of jus­ 
tice but generally receives the un­ 
faltering devotion of the wife whom 
he Insults and degrades. 
Justice will not be really justice 
until she takes off her bandages 
from her eyes and looks upon the^se 
vicious wrongs in their real rela­ 
tion. It is all right for justice to be 
blind, in theory, to make no distinc­ 
tions between the varying kinds of 
wrongs. But so loug as she repnains 
too “blind,” too many things will 
go one that the bandages prevent 
her from seeing. Her scales will not 
weigh fairly offenses 
against 
the 
sanctity of th^ home, which are in­ 
finitely more contemptible, more dis­ 
tinctly against public policy# more 
inherently infamous, 
than 
petty 
breaches of honest dealing between 
man and man. 
This particular 
miscreant 
was 
never even brought to justice for 
his greater offense He was sentenc­ 
ed to serve from two to four years 
for stealing a few thousand dollars. 
That is only law. It is in no sense 
justice, so long as the viler crime 
remains unpunished.

I made a trip south 
of 
Ahloso 
Wednesday and found the farmers 
very well up with tneir work. The 
recent freeze did some damage to 
oats but most fields appeared to 
havq a moderately fair stand. There 
is a very good season in the top 
soil but there has not been enough 
rain yet to put a season in the sub­ 
soil sufficient to make the prospects 
for corn vqry favorable. However, 
some are planting corn and by the 
end of the week quite an acreage 
will have been planted. 
On getting off thq train I first 
met Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Young who 
live on a good farm north of the 
railroad and who conduct a gener­ 
al store. The Youngj were among 
the early settlers at Ada and Mr. 
Young was postmaster for a num­ 
ber of years, finally moving tc 
their present location at Ahloso. 
I next dropped in on Mr. and Mrs. 
S. L. Robertson, who live on the 
Hawkins place juBt south 
of 
the 
station. They were among the early 
settlers of Pontotoc county, but ? 
few years ago moved to westerr 
Oklahoma. After two years out there 
they returned to Pontotoc and ex­ 
pect to remain hdre. Mr. Robertsor 
and his two sons 
are 
cultivating 
something more than 
IOO 
acres. 
They will put in only a small acre­ 
age of cotton, devoting most of 


their attention to feed crops. Early 
last season when the weevils be­ 
gan to appear la considerable num­ 
bers, he decided that there was 
little chance against them and plow­ 
ed up much of* hts cotton and plant­ 
ed thq ground in feed crops from 
which he redlined much more than 
he would have from cotton. This 
year he is thoroughly testing out 
the advice of experts in preparing 
ms ground. Hq broke all or it early 
and broke it deep. He double disked 
his grain and cotton land and the;j 
bedded his cotton. It stirring the 
ground has any effect in reducing 
the number of hibernating weevils 
he will prove it. Mr. Robertson is 
a firm believer in the policy of di­ 
versification. 
When I called on W. A. Bran­ 
don on the Carpenter place I found 
him rigging np his corn planter and 
making ready to plant some early 
yellow corn with which he hopes 
to beat the usual summer drouth. 
He said his oats were somewhat 
damaged by the freeze but are com­ 
ing out and promise a good start. 
W. E. Miller w h o bought the W. 
F. Schulte farm, is going strong on 
dairying and cream shipping. He is 
milking IO cows at present. During 
the past year he has shipped from 
one to three cans of cream per week 
and has no intention of quitting. He 
says his cows has made it possible 
to live without going in debt. He 
says a man need not expect to build 
up a heavy hank account by this 
method, but it will keep him from 
having to make any notes. He also 
raises a number of hogs from the 
skim milk which not only supply 
the family with meat, but provides 
some extra dollars in the way of 
sales occasionally. He planted some 
sudan grass for hog and cow pas­ 
ture last year and expects to plant 
more this yqar as he was well 
pleased with the results. He also 
raises a large number of Brown Leg­ 
horn chickens. 
I found B. J. Lowery breaking 
some ground for an Irish potato 
crop. He stated that he does not ex­ 
pect to try to ra<sc many for* the 
market, but that he will plant 3 or 
4 acres of sweet potatoes. He will 
plant quite a bit of kafir, cane and 
corn and perhaps 5 or 6 acres of 
cotton. 
I reached the main road at the 
Boyle place and from there head­ 
ed for home. Mr 
Boyle and his 
family have all been down with 
the flu bat are able to 
be 
out 
again now.

He read the poem through, laugh­ 
ed and went to bed. 
His wife followed him when she 
was sure he was asleep. Until late 
she lay at his side and thought it 
out. Then she reached under the 
mattress, got his revolver, placed 
It at his temple and pulled the 
trigger. 
This done, she waited a few min­ 
utes. Then she lighted a match to be 
sure he was dead. He was. She dres­ 
sed and went out for a policeman. 
She would not testify except to ans­ 
wer two or three questions. 
“When I went to bed last night 
I laid there saying to„mvsjeli\ ‘Shall 
I kill him or shall I not?" she said 
calmly. “I decided and shot him. 
He laughed at my dead baby.” 
Neighbors testified., Rose Abra- 
hainson and her husband quarreled, 
they said. She could not get over 
grieving because her baby died. She 
talked about it. She was 39 years 
old and was afraid she would never 
have another baby. 
A letter was read that she wrote 
to her husband when he left her 
after the baby died.

CONDITIONS FOR 
MORATORIUM ARE 
ANNOUNCED TODAY 


(Bp the Assecietsi Press) 
PARIS, March 22.—The condition 
undor which the reparations com­ 
mission will grant Germany a part­ 
ial moratorium

announced 
here today. They 
include 
perfect 
autonomy for the Reiechbank and 
new legislation to prevent evasion 
of German capital. The legislation 
Is to be ready for application upon 
a fixed date. 
It is stipulated that if reparations 
payments in kind to the value of 
1,540,000 gold marks a yc^ar are 
not entirely delivered, the balance 
may be received in cash. 
If the German government fails 
to apply the amount upon which 
thq partial moratorium is condi­ 
tion, the allies may resort to the 
terms of the annex to the treaty of 
Versailles authorizing* them to take 
further pledges as a guaranty for 
reparation payments.

Paris, March 22.—The * American 
note regarding the payment of the 
cost of the army of occupation in 
Germany addresses to th<^ European 
allies reached the American embassy 
here yesterday and will be presented 
to the allies this afternoon.
